Stephen Gilmore, 61, negro, was dead 


and his wife Sarah Gilmore, 38, was 
in a critical condition Wednesday as a 
result of a double shooting by Gilmore 
at his house on the Briunt farm, eight 
miles southeast of Hope. 


Shots hit his wife in the arm, right 


side and chest, and according to Dr. 
J. H. Weaver she is in a critical condi- 
tion. Gilmorc's left lung was obliter- 
ated, causing death shortly after. 


Both parties were brought to town 


by the Hicks Burial association. Gil- 
more was left »t the undertaking par- 
lors and his wife was rushed to Jose- 
phine hopltal. 


Gilmore left a suicide note, found 


by Deputy Sheriff Reginald Bcnrdcn. 
It rend: 


"I am in .so much trouble until 1 


just can't stand it. So I am going to 
do this to got some case. I am dowr 
and 1 am broke and busied. And 
scores call me every bad name thai 
could be imagined. I am just a dog 
1 cannot come back but you can come 
to me. I hope the Lord will forgive 
me for my crime. Just trouble." 


After an interview with Mrs. Gil- 


more, Coroner J. H. Weaver attribut- 
ed the cause to jealousy. Ms. Gilmore 
said her husband was cxertmcly jeal- 
ous and would frequently become an- 
gry at the slightest cause. She coult 
think of no recent incident that woulc 
have caused the shooting.

Hitler Speaks 


NURNBERK, 
Germany—(/P)—Adolf 


Hitler told Germany's conscript labor 
army Wednesday that its spades "be- 
ing wielded in the east, north, south, 
and especially the west"—on France's 
border—arc playing a vital part in the 
defense of the Reich. 


"You arc fighting for the defense of 


the Reich and its independence," he 
told 40,000 labor conscripts ns he stood 
in a pouring rain. 


His speech was the climax of the 


annual labor rally on Zeppelin field, 
the main event of the third day of the 
annual Nazi party congress. 


Most of the audience interpreted his 


reference to the work of the labor 
battalions, "especially in the west," 
as a public admission that they had 
been protecting Germany's fortifica- 
tions against Franco. Many consider- 
ed it an indirect reply to Frame's 
tailing reserves into the Maginot line.

By the end 
of the year, $1.04 will have been paid 
to the state in cash, enabling it to re- 
tire the warrant and pay administrative 
expenses.

Cowboy's Songs Are Collected 


From 1870 to 1890, 100,000 cowboys 


pushed 13,000,000 head of bawling long- 
horns up the trail from Texas to-Mon- 
tuna (incl Dakota,leaving a rutty track 
across the grasslands and string of 
ballads unique as American folksongs. 


These ballads, 218 of them, complete 


with music have been corralled •. in 
a most unusual and entertaining book, 
"Cowboy Songs," by John A. Lomax 
and Alan Lomax (Macillan: $3.75). 
This is a revised and enlarged edition 
of a volume first published in 1910. 


The cowboy mad a song of his job 


in the heyday of. the cattle barons, 
whn beef ruled from Abilene to Chey- 
enne. He used a sharp staccato rhythm 
to stir up a lagging herd on the long 
steady trail drive in the day, and he 
chortled lullabies to soothe his long- 
horns becled down for the night. Some 
of the best of the "dogie" songs seem to 
have been created to prevent stampedes 
such songs coming straight from the 
heart of th cowboy in th stilmss of 
the paririe night. 


Still others rocked with ribaldry, 


mirrored the trails and dangers and 
work and loves of frontier life. John 
Lomax spent three years traveling by 
train and on, horseback and on foot 
them on wax records, copying them 
in bars, making notes by chuck wagon 
fire. A negro saloon keeper In San An- 
tonio first gave him the music for 
"Home on the Range" in 1910.

20 years it attracted no attention, 
thn suddenly it emerged as one of 
the greatest hits of the radio.

ing in the new city of Panama, 
'and from there he began a series 
of explorations to the south of the 
isthmus which convinced him th?

with a small band of Spanish sol- 
diers, able to invade Peru.

found the Incas in a virtual stain 
of civil war. Atahualpa had com- 
pletely defeated the forces of hi.i 
brother, Huascar, and had taken 
him prisoner. Atahualpa was en- 
camped at Caxamarca on the east- 
ern side of the Andes. Pizarro set 
out for him with a force of only 
102 (got soldiers, 02 hoi-semen and 
two small cannon. 


Pizarro captured Atahualpa in 


the Caxamarca public square,- bui 
instead of releasing him after pay- 
ment of a huge ransom in gold, 
he executed the Inca 'leader fb.1 
refusal to embrace the Christian 
faith. Then, with re-enforcements; 
he entered the Peruvian capital, 
Cuzco, Nov. 15, 1533, stripped, ii 
of its hordes of gold, set up'r: 
puppet ruler, and proceeded '• 1) 
arrange conquests of other Peru- 
vian cities. 'Meanwhile, for pro- 
tection- he built Ciudad de lo.; 
Reyes, the present Lima. But b;1 
now the Incas were thoroughly 
aroused.

The "Ham and Eg- 
gers" say their proposed tax would be 
far less, for they presume that each 
"warrant dollar" would pass through 
many transactions in a weed's time 
before an additional 2 per cent tax 
would be due.

Such is tlie theory. The objectives 


nre laudable. All opposition has cent- 
ered around "will it work?"

ponents reply with a united and hor- 
rified cry of "No! 
And it would 


ruin the state while it failed!" 


They argue like this: First, it is a 


delusion, because it plainly violates 
the provision in the U. S. Constitution 
forbidding states to coin money. Pro- 
ponents say it doesn't. Only the courts 
could decide. 


Second, the issuance of so tremen- 


dous a volume of "money" would 
throw the price structure out of gear, 
mid immediately prices would sky- 
rocket. The people receiving the scrip 
(and everybody else, of course) would 
soon be paying such pi-ices for ham 
and eggs that $30 wouldn't buy a plate- 
ful. 
Proponents admit prices .would 


rise. But they say: let them rise, for 
the bill provides that the state would 
then just issue enough more scrip so 
that pensioners could still buy their 
hum and eggs. What the other people 
who are paid in real money would do, 
is another question. 


Third, the act provides that Cali- 


fornia would have to take scrip in tax 
payments. Soon, it is argued, it would 
have nothing but scrip, and its credit 
would go bust. 
California products 


made under this artificially-high scale 
of wages and prices could not be sold 
in any other state, this point of view 
contends.

his warrants us the merchant figured 
they were worth at the time. Dis- 
counting and speculating in warrants 
would soon wreck their value, this 
argument runs. 


No one, of course, can say for sure 


how the Ham and Eggs plan would 
work until it is tried. But if the 
huge majority which supported Dow- 
ney at the primary remains loyal on 
November 8 to the proposed law he 
supports, the answer would come soon 
after that.
